Need for Racial 
Unity Stressed 
By C. G. Power 


“Laurier reflected in himself 
the best features of two great 
streams of culture,” said the 
Premier, Mr. Mackenzie King, 
in a message read by the Hon. 


| Raoul Dandurand at the Cen- 


tenary Celebration in honour of 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, held last 
night,in the Sir Arthur Currie 
Memorial Gymnasium. The 
guest speakers were Senator 
Dandurand, government leader 
in the Senate, and the Hon. C. 
G. Power, Minister of National 
Defence for Air. 

After reading the Prime Minis- 
ter's message, Sen. Dandurand went 
on to eulogise Laurier. “Though of 
middle class origin, he was a true 
descendant of the great English 
Parliamentarians." The speaker 
then praised the great natural tal- 
ent of Laurier as a statesman and 
orator, In closing, the ex-president 
of the Council of the League of Na- 
tions said, “We salute him as the 
leader of his generation.” 


Plaque Presented 


Senator Dandurand then present- 
ed the principal of the university, 
Dr, James with a plaque which is 
to hang in the hall of the Law 
Faculty where Laurier was a stu- 
dent. 

The next speaker was Air Minis- 
ter Power who praised the great 
tolerance of the late Liberal leader. 
Laurier, he said, though at first dis- 


trustful of Confederation “came to 


see the possibility it involved in 
solving the raclal problem by de- 
veloping a common, unhyphenated 
Canadian nationality,-in which the 
older loyalties would be fused and 
blended, not compelling any man to 


forget the land of his fathers, but 


bringing all to put first, the land of 
their sons. “It lay with Laurier,” 
said Mr. Power, “the task of breath- 
ing into the nation’s body the 
breath of life.” 

The present crisis sald the Air 
Minister must be met with the wea- 
pon handed down to us by Sir Wil- 
frid. “The spirit of Canada". he 
said, “could not survive in a world 
dominated by racial tyranny and 
given over to racial slavery, That 
is why every young Canadian, 
whether he watches the shores of 
Labrador, patrols the waters of the 
Pacific, guards the cliffs of Dover 
or the fortress of Hong Kong, or

We tell them that 
is only because they don’t know better, ... 

Life, however, is proving very stimulating 
here. Bryn Mawr is situated in one of the 
wealthiest sections of the country, right near 
Philadelphia. We manage to go into that old 
historical city quite often, and each time find 
something new of interest either to see or do, 
Philadelphians are well aware of their city’s 
history, and will gladly talk about their heri- 
tage. Our first day in a Family Society in a 
suburb of Philadelphia (where we do our social 
case work) provided us with some unforgettable 
memories of Philadelphia. 0 


The First Day. 

We have often read about what went on in 
the city streets of a big American city, and 
especially in those areas where a good deal of 
social work is done. We had not been in the 
agency long, before we started out on our first 
case, in a particularly “shady” part of the town. 
As we walked along the streets, we thought 
about the latest murders we had read, and 
other such things. Just on turning a corner, 
we went-smack-bang into a young chap with 
an innocent-enough face, but who was sharpen- 
ing an axe, and eyeing it in a lusty way. He 
looked at us and grinned, but needless to say 
we were already far down the street ringing 
our client's doorbell. All the way there we 
had been practising “the woman's name,is Mrs. 
U, and she lives on D. street” When the door 
opens, don't we say, “How do you do, Mrs: D.?” 
Yes, indeed that was our introduction to social 
case work, We won't forget it.... 


A Bonnet and Cape. 


One of the things that has interested most 
of the girls living at the Graduate dorm here 
has been the terribly small cupboard space in 
the bedrooms. After all, girls with wardrobes 
that most certainly “Mademoiselle” would ap- 
prove of attend this College, and yet we 
wonder where they put their clothes. On in- 
vestigating, we found out an interesting little 
fact about Bryn Mawr. It seems when it began 
(some 60-70 years ago), it was strictly a 
Quakers’ School, and the girls who attended 
and lived in the dorms had only their little 
bonnets, and the traditional Quaker dress, and 
therefore did not need large cupboard space 
to accommodate all their clothing. This might 
only be a legend, but it sounds plausible. With 
the size of the wardrobe the average girl has 
at Bryn Mawr today, some enlargement of 
space has sure been necessary, . «« 


She's a Bryn Mawr Girl! 


We were interested in looking into the 
stereotype notion and finding out just what the 
“typical Bryn Mawr girl” implied. The only 
characteristic we have seen that might be ap- 
plicable is an abundance of sloppy sweaters, 
and hair falling over one’s eyes. This we saw 
at McGill and others have claimed to have seen 
it on other campuses, and so we can make no 
contribution to “what does the Bryn Mawr girl 
look like?” When we were at Princeton on 
our way here, we found that the typical Prince- 
ton man could be spotted more easily, As for 
extra-curricular activities, they seem to re- 
semble McGill's to a great extent.

that the academic side of her education is but 
one part only today, and does not exclude her 
from the larger scene... .

1. THE S.C.M, 

If you had enrolled in McGill University for 
the session 1893-94, you would have received a 
forty-page booklet, with a cover as artistic as 
the most up-to-date “signs of our times,” 
printed in crimson and white, with the upper 
right-hand corner displaying the fimillar three 
martlets rampant on a field of.... You guessed 
right! The “Bible!” Only, it was published 
and issued by the Y.M.C.A. of McGill Univer- 
sity, and your 1893-4 copy was issue No, 4. 

What happened to the Y.M.C.A. on the cam- 
pus? Patience, for that very question will be 
satisfactorily answered after you have read the 
rest of the story. But first, would you not like 
to take a little peep into your 1893 “Bible?” 

On page 7, you will find some) “Useful 
Hints,” under which you will learn that the 
College Yell is “M.C, G.I.L. L, What's the mat- 
ter with old McGill, she’s all right, oh yes, you 
bet!!!" Familiar is it not? Next you are ad- 
monished to subscribe for the “Fortnightly.” 
What's that? “Oh, that was the name of my 
grandfather” cries the Daily you are now read- 
ing. The “Fortnightly” became the “McGill 
Outlook,” a weekly, by 1900. 

The rest of the booklet tells you about Uni- 
versity Societies, the Athletic Clubs (Cricket, 
Football, Hockey, and two Lawn Tennis Clubs 
and a Cricket Club). There is also a guide to 
places of interest in the city, a section giving 
postal rate, and advertisements of all the 
fashionable business places of yester-year, 

What the Students’ Society is today, the 
Y.M.C.A. was in those days, It sponsored the 
useful activities of orlenting freshmen, of run- 
ning a student employment bureau, of assisting 
students from out of town to find rooms and 
helping them make friends. It provided these 
services with the Handbook, as useful then as 
it is today. ’ 

Just as the Daily is the direct linea] descend- 
ant of the old “Fortnightly,” and the 1942 
“Bible” of the 1893 Handbook, so the “S.C.M.” 
(Student Christian Movement) is the heir of 
the old Y.M.C.A. From a room graciously 
donated by the Faculty of Arts and Science in 
their building, to the Y.M.C.A. building at the 
corner of McGill College and Sherbrooke, 
acquired during the 1896-7 session, to the pres- 
ent Strathcona Hall, remodelled from the old 

‘building, the Movement has had a steady 
growth, but has always been run by students, 
for the maximum good of students, 

From 1920, when the financial support of 
the metropolitan Y.M.C.A. was withdrawn, and 
when the college association decided to become 
a local unit of the newly formed national Stu- 
dent Christian Movement of Canada, it has had 
to depend on the students themselves to pro- 
vide the funds with which to continue its useful 
functions and activities, and to help solicit 
members of the faculty and friends in the city 
for their financial help. 

In addition to maintaining Strathcona Hall, 
a residence for over sixty men from varlous 
parts, of Canada and the world, it provides 
facilities for the general student body; meeting 
rooms; the Pit; it takes a major part in the 
freshman programme; and the Conversat has 
long been famous to generations of freshmen 
and freshettes. It sponsors study groups, con- 
ferences, and fireside chats, where the student 
has an opportunity to discover for himself, but 
with the help of, and in company with, others 
who, like him, are interested in finding them, 
the true and lasting values in life. 

As for the women in the S.C.M.: Well, first 
of all, there was a Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Y, 
back in the Nineties; then the Y.W.C.A. of 
Royal Victoria College, dating back to the early 
years of this century. By the beginning of 
World War I, there was no Y.W., but only a 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Y.M. again. By 1923, 
we: dind.a separate S.C.A, at R.V.C. doing much 
the same work as the newly formed S.C.A. was 
doing for the men at Strathcona Hall, But the 
girls often came to meetings in the Hall, There

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The powdered serum js the fin- 
ished product. It is kept in sealed 
bottles which are held in metal 
containers, and these are shipped 
by the Canadian Government to 
England and thence to places where 
blood is needed for war casualties. 

The advantages of dried serum is 
that it is very stable, very light for 
transportation, and conveniently ad- 
ministered. It lasts indefinitely, and 
it is much lighter than the serum 
which is its equivalent. And it does 
not need to be kept at low temper- 
atures in an ice-box as do other 
blood preparations. All in all, the 
blood we're donating is receiving 
the newest and best kind of prepar- 
ation for the important work it is 
to do.

If the blood donor 
isn't looking, the needle will be in 
and the blood flowing without him 
realizing that the worst is over. If 
he does look, he'll be surprised to 
watch his skin be punctured as 
painlessly as if it were someone 
else’s arm, 


The blood is collected in a small 
bottle. The donor slowly clenches 
and unclenches his fist to assist the 
flow of blood, When about 400 ccs. 
have been taken, the needle is pain- 
lessly removed, and a small band- 
age applied. The donor is given a 
cup of tea or coffee and relaxes for 
a few minutes. He then leaves the} 
clinic and returns to his daily work. 

The blood that has been collected 
Is taken to the clinic’s laboratory. 
Here a sample is tested for the 
presence of germs of various kinds. 
The blood !s also “typed” according 
to one of four groups—O, A, B or 
AB—and is then shipped to Toronto 
to be processed. 

In'the meantime the blood has 
clotted. (Yesterday's article errone- 
ously stated that sodium citrate is 
added to prevent clotting.) The 
fluid part left is called “serum”, and 
this is taken out. The serum is cen- 
trifuged to make sure all the. blood 
corpuscles and particles of clot are 
removed. Then the serum from 
about ten donors js mixed, or 
“nooled,” and placed in bottles, 
After again testing for freedom 
from germs, the pooled serum is 
immersed into a bath of alcohol 
kept at a temperature of 94 degrees 
below zero. The bottles are turned 
slowly while the serum freezes in 
a few minutes. Then they are 
placed in a vacuum cabinet for 
three days and all the air and the 
frozen water in the serum is drawn 
off, This leaves a fine white pow- 
der,
